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THE 

PREFACE. 

f  |  ^  H  E  following  pages  are  copied  from  an 
ancient  Manufcript  in  poffdfion  of  the  Duke 
and  Duchefs  of  Northumberland,  who  con¬ 
ceiving  that  fo  fingular  a  curiofity  might  afford  the 
fame  amufement  and  pleafure  to  others,  which  it  hath 
given  to  themfelves,  have  caufed  a  fmall  impreflion 
to  be  taken  off  merely  to  bellow  in  prefents  to  their 
friends. 

The  original  Manufcript,  which  fills  a  very  large 
folio  volume,  and  is  finely  ingroffed  upon  a  flrong 
thick  paper,  had  by  fome  accident  or  other  been  loft 
to  the  Northumberland  family,  but  was  happily  pre- 
ferved  in  that  of  the  Lords  Dacre  •,  till  the  prelent 
nobleman  reftored  it  to  the  Duke  and  Duchefs  with  a 
politenefs  that  deferved  their  particular  thanks.  Nor 
.ought  the  very  obliging  offices  of  Lord  Camden  to 
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pafs  unacknowledged  ;  by  whofe  kind  interpofition  it 
was  prefented  to  the  family. 

It  was  prefumed,  lo  curious  a  monument  of  ancient  times 
deferved  to  be  refcued  from  oblivion,  and  to  be  perpetu¬ 
ated  at  lead  in  afmall  impreffion,  upon  feveral  accounts. 

In  the  first  place,  as  it  exhibits  a  curious  Picture 
of  ancient  Manners.  Here  we  fee  the  ureat  mas;- 
nificence  of  our  old  nobility,  who  feated  in  their  cadles, 
lived  in  a  date  and  fplendour  very  much  refembling 
and  fcarce  inferiour  to  that  of  the  Royal  Court.  Their 
Houffiold  was  edablidied  upon  the  fame  plan,  their 
Officers  bore  the  fame  titles,  and  their  Warrants  ran 
in  the  fame  form  and  dilea.  This  remarkable  refein-  - 
blance  to  the  Royal  Edablifhments  will  drike  the 
Reader  the  moment  he  opens  this  Book.  As  the 
Kmg  had  his  Privy  Council  and  great  Council  of  Par¬ 
liament,  to  affid  him  in  enacting  datutes  and  regula¬ 
tions  for  the  public  weal  •,  fo  the  Earl  of  Northumber¬ 
land  had  his  Council,  compofed  of  his  principal  offi¬ 
cers,  by  whofe  advice  and  affidance  he  edabliffied  this 
Code  of  Oeconomic  Lawsb.  As  the  King  had  his 
Lords  and  Grooms  of  the  bed-chamber,  who  waited 
in  their  refpecdive  turns  •,  fo  the  Earl  of  Northumber¬ 
land  was  attended  by  the  Condables  and  Bailiffs  of  his 
feveral  cadles,  &c  c.  who  entered  into  waiting  in  regu¬ 
lar  fuccedlon.  The  two  firlt  offices  about  his  perfoq, 
were  occafionally  to  be  filled  by  his  own  younger  Ions  d. 
Nor  can  we  doubt  but  all  the  head  officers  of  his 

houf-

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houfhold  were  Gentlemen  both  by  birth  and  office e; 
fuch  as  the  Comptroller,  Clarke  of  the  kitchen,  Cham¬ 
berlain,  Treafurer,  &c.  &c.  This  appears  from  the 
fervants  and  horfes  kept  for  their  ufe  f,  and  from  the 
table  where  they  fat  being  called  the  Knight’s- 
Board6.  Among  other  inftances  of  magnificence, 
we  cannot  but  remark  the  number  of  Priests  that 
were  kept  in  houfhold,  not  fewer  than  eleven,  at  the 
head  of  whom  prefided  a  Doctor  or  Batchelor  of  divi¬ 
nity,  as  dean  of  the  chapelh.  This  redundance  of 
clergymen  mult  not  be  altogether  attributed  to  the 
fuperftition  of  that  prieft-ridden  age,  but  to  the  fupe- 
rior  intelligence  of  the  men  of  that  order,  who  feem 
to  have  been  almoft  the  only  perfons  capable  of  exer- 
cifing  any  office  of  fkill  or  lcience  ;  fo  that  the  Sur¬ 
veyor  of  my  lord’s  lands,  his  Secretary  \  and  the 
Clarke  of  his  foreign  expences  k,  were  all  Priefts -,  not- 
withftanding  which,  the  laft  officer  was  weekly  to  make 
up  his  accounts  on  Sunday1. 

It  appears  however  from  many  curious  inftances  in 
this  book,  how  deeply  the  devotion  of  that  age  was 
tinftured  with  fuperftition,  and  how  much  the  nobles 
were  influenced  by  the  Clergy  m.  Indeed  noffiing 
more  ftrongly  fhows  the  great  devotion  of  our  an- 
ceftors  in  the  middle  ages,  than  the  number  of 
Chapels  in  fome  of  the  Northern  Caftles.  In  build¬ 
ings

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ings  of  this  fort,  where  multitudes  of  men  were  often 
long  confined  within  very  narrow  limits,  every  inch  of 
fpace  one  would  think  mud  be  valuable,  and  yet  in 
cattles  of  very  moderate  fize  one  often  finds  more  than 
one  Chapel.  Thus  in  Warkworth  and  Prudhovv 
cattles  in  Northumberland  (both  of  them  belonging 
to  the  Percy  family)  are  (till  to  be  feen  the  remains 
of  two  Chapels,  one  in  the  bafe  court  among  the  outer 
buildings,  the  other  within  the  keep  or  body  of  the 
cattle.  And  yet  both  thefe  fortrefies  are  by  their  fitu- 
ation  much  ftraitned  for  room,  which  is  remarkably 
the  cafe  of  Prudhow  cattle  :  and  as  for  that  of  Wark- 
vvorth,  befides  its  two  Chapels,  in  the  court  are  alfo  to 
be  feen  vaults  defigned  for  a  confiderable  building. 
This,  in  the  old  Surveys11,  is  faid  to  have  been  in¬ 
tended  for  a  College  ;  by  which,  I  fuppofe,  we  are 
to  underttand  fome  monadic  foundation  °. 

Secondly,  this  book  contains  a  compleat  System 
of  ancient  Oeconomics.  Here  may  be  feen  all 
the  Provifions,  Conveniencies,  and  Accommodations, 
which  our  nobility  had  procured  in  that  half-civilized 
age ;  and  even  moft  of  their  Diverfions  and  Amufe- 
ments  may  be  collected  from  it  p.  Here  are  the  Bills  of 
fare,  the  domettic  Regulations  of  every  kind,  and  the

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methods  of  providing  for  each  contingency.  The  mi¬ 
nute  attention  paid  to  every  the  moft  inconfiderable 
article  of  domeftic  expence,  and  the  formal  dated  orders 
eftablifhed  with  regard  to  many  particulars  which  appear 
to  us  extremely  trivial,  are  very  remote  from  our  modern 
ideas  and  prefent  manners  :  but  this  minutenefs  is  not 
peculiar  to  our  Houfhold  Book.  The  eftablifhing  a 
fyftem  of  Domeftic  Oeconomy  appears  to  have  engaged 
the  attention  of  our  Anceftors  nearly  in  the  fame  de¬ 
gree,  as  the  enabling  public  Laws  and  fettling  the  Con- 
ftitution  of  the  Kingdom.  In  the  celebrated  Fleta, 
amidft  the  moft  important  heads  of  Government  and 
Law,  the  Author  introduces  a  plan  of  Houfhold 
Management,  and  gives  the  minuteft  Directions  for  re¬ 
gulating  the  moft  petty  domeftic  concerns  ci.  Our  no¬ 
bility  in  the  more  early  times,  lived  in  their  caftles 
with  a  grofs  and  barbarous  magnificence,  furrounded 
with  rude  and  warlike  followers,  without  control  and 
without  fyftem.  As  they  gradually  emerged  from  this 
barbarity,  they  found  it  necefiary  to  eftablifh  very  mi¬ 
nute  domeftic  regulations,  in  order  to  keep  their  tur¬ 
bulent  followers  in  peace  and  order :  and  from  living  in 
a  ftate  of  diforderly  grandeur,  void  of  all  fyftem,  would 
naturally  enough  run  into  the  oppofite  extreme  of  re¬ 
ducing 

Vid.  Lib.  2.  where  he  defcribes  very  minutely  every  thing  that 
pertains  to  the  Office  of  almoft  every  kind  of  Houfhold  Servant:  viz. 
not  only  of  the  Senefchal,  Bailiff,  Marfhall,  &c.  but  of  the  Cook,  Ox- 
driver,  Shepherd,  Swineherd,  Baker,  Mower,  Carter  or  Waggoner, 
{De  Carreftario  from  Carrefta,  Fr.  Chariot,  a  Waggon)  Cowkeeper, 
Dairy-man,  &c.  —  The  Fleta  is  fuppofed  to  have  been  written 
in  the  Reign  of  Edward  II. 
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during  every  thing,  even  the  moft  trifling  dilburfements* 
toftated  formal  rules.  It  may  be  confidered  further,  that 
a  nobleman  in  the  dark  ages,  when  retired  to  his  cattle, 
had  neither  books,  nor  news-papers,  nor  literary  cor- 
relpondence,  nor  vifits,  nor  cards,  to  fill  up  his  leifure  : 
his  only  amufements  were  field-fports,  and  as  thefe* 
however  eagerly  purfued,  could  not  fill  up  all  his  va¬ 
cant  hours,  the  Government  of  his  Houlhold  would 
therefore  be  likely  enough  to  engage  his  attention,  if 
he  happened  to  be  a  prudent  man  ;  and  having  little 
elfe  to  do  or  think  of,  from  a  meer  defire  of  employ¬ 
ment,  he  would  be  led  to  defcend  to  the  moft  ftudied 
minutenefs  in  his  regulations  and  eftablifhments. 

To  a  perfon  unacquainted  with  the  ancient  value  of 
Money,  the  Allowance  in  this  book  may  perhaps  appear 
fcanty,  and  hardly  confiftent  with  the  ideas  entertained 
of  the  old  bountiful  houfekeeping ;  as  the  weekly  fum 
divided  to  each  perfon  taken  one  with  another,  amounts 
to  little  more  than  2  s.  per  week.  But  this  is  not  fuffi- 
ciently  eftimating  the  value  of  Money  at  the  time  this 
book  was  compiled.  A  Thoufand  Pounds  was  the 
fum  annually  afligned  for  the  keeping  of  my  Lord’s 
houfer:  the  number  of  Perfons  in  houlhold  was  one 
hundred  and  fixty-fix s.  That  fum  divided  equally 
among!!  them  (omitting  the  fra&ions)  amounted  an¬ 
nually  to  61.  os.  5d.  -§•  each  perfon  ;  and  weekly 
to  2 s.  3d.  4.  At  a  time  when  Wheat  was  fold  at 
5s.  8d.  per  Quarter  61.  os.  5  b. -f  would  purchafe 
juft  twenty-two  quarters,  three  bulhels  and  a  half  of

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Wheat  ;  which  at  5  s.  a  buftiel  now,  would  cod 
44 1.  17  s.  6d.  Confequently,  at  this  edimate,  the 
annual  proportion  to  each  perfon  then  was  nearly 
equivalent  to  45 1.  per  annum  of  our  prefent  money, 
a  very  great  allowance  to  be  didributcd  through  fo 
large  a  family  as  that  of  the  Earl’s  houfhold. 

But  even  this  is  dating  the  account  as  much  as  pof- 
fible  in  conformity  to  modern  ideas,  for  it  appears 
pretty  evidently  that  Wheat  was  not  the  mod  general 
bread-corn  ufed  in  that  age,  (as  indeed  it  is  hardly 
yet  in  the  northern  counties)  but  that  Rye,  Barley, 
or  Oats,  were  the  common  food  of  the  lower  or  middle 
ranks  of  people,  who  at  prefent  (in  the  fouthern  parts 
of  England  at  lead)  difdain  any  but  the  fined  wheaten 
bread  •,  the  great  difference  therefore  in  the  value  of 
money  is  further  to  be  increafed  by  the  difproportion 
of  value  between  Wheat  and  other  inferior  grains. 

It  may  further  be  obferved,  in  the  words  of  a  very 
eminent  writer  %  that  “  the  value  of  Money  has  ano- 
tc  ther  variation,  which  we  are  dill  lefs  able  to  afcer- 
tc  tain.  The  rules  of  cudom,  or  the  different  needs 
c<  of  artificial  life,  make  that  revenue  little  at  one  time, 
“  which  is  great  at  another.  Men  are  rich  and  poor 
“  not  only  in  proportion  to  what  they  have,  but  to 
“  what  they  want.  In  fome  ages  not  only  neceffaries

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44  are  cheaper,  but  fewer  things  are  neceffary.  In  the 
44  reign  of  Hen.  VIII.  molt  of  the  elegances  and  ex- 
44  pences  of  our  prefent  fafhions  were  unknown:  com- 
44  merce  had  not  yet  diftributed  fuperfluity  through 
“  the  lower  clafies  of  people,”  and  therefore  the  fame 
Revenue  (though  the  different  value  of  money  were  out 
of  the  cafe)  would  have  gone  in  thole  times  a  great 
way  further  than  it  will  at  prefent. 

But  indeed  to  fhow,  what  might  be  done  in  that  age 
with  a  much  fmaller  fum,  than  is  here  allowed  to  the 
Earl’s  lowed:  fervants  ;  we  need  only  refer  to  that  noted 
palfage  in  Latimer’s  fermons t,  which  has  been  fo  often 
quoted  :  44  My  father  was  a  yoman,  and  had  no  landes 
“  of  hys  owne,  onely  he  had  a  farme  of  iij  or  iiij  pound 

by  yeare  at  the  uttermoft,  and  hereupon  he  tilled 
44  fo  muche  as  kept  halfe  a  dolfen  men.  Fie  had 
<£  walke  for  an  hundred  fheepe,  and  my  mother  milked 
44  xxx  kyne.  Fie  was  able,  and  did  finde  the  king  a 
tc  harneffe,  with  himfelfe  and  his  horfe,  while  [i.  e. 
<£  until]  he  came  to  the  place  that  he  fhould  receiyve 
44  the  kinges  wages.  I  can  remember  that  I  buckled 
44  his  harneffe,  when  he  went  unto  Blackheath  fielde. 
44  Fie  kept  me  to  fchole...He  maryed  my  fitters  wyth 
44  five  pound  or  xx  nobles  a  piece.... He  kept  hofpi- 
44  tality  for  his  poore  neighbours.  And  fome  almes 
44  he  gave  to  the  poore,  and  all  thys  did  he  of  the 
**  fayde  farme.  Where  he  that  now  hath  it,  payeth

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<c  xvi  pound  by  yeare  or  more,  and  is  not  able  to  do 
“  any  thyng  for  hys  prince,  for  himfelfe,  or  for  hys 
“  children,  or  geve  a  cup  of  drinke  to  the  poore.” 

If  any  thing  further  is  neceffary  on  this  fubjedt  •,  it 
will  fufficiently  fhow  the  plenty  and  liberality  of  the 
Earl’s  houfekeeping,  if  we  do  but  confront  it  with  that 
which  then  prevailed  among  the  other  orders  of  men. 
At  the  time  when  fo  plentiful  an  allowance  of  good 
Bread  and  Beef  was  delivered  out  fo  many  times  a  day 
to  every  the  meanefb  fervant  in  this  Earl’s  family  ;  the 
Commons  of  England  in  general  lived  at  a  meaner  rate 
and  fared  more  hardily  than  we  can  at  prefent  well  con¬ 
ceive.  To  inftance  only  in  one  article  of  their  food, 
viz.  that  of  their  Bread,  even  fo  late  as  the  reign  of 
Elizabeth  (when  great  advances  had  been  made  in 
luxury  and  refinement)  the  lower  fort  of  people  fed  on 
what  would  not  now  be  offered  to  dogs.  This  appears 
from  the  defcription  of  England  *  prefixed  to  Hollinf- 
hed’s  Chronicle,  edit.  1586,  where  we  are  told  u  £‘  the 
“  Bread  through  the  land  is  made  of  fuch  graine  as 
tC  the  foile  yeeldeth,  nevertheleffe  the  gentilitie  com- 
“  monlie  provide  themfelves  fufficientlie  of  Wh  ..t  tor 
t£  their  own  tables,  whilft  their  houfhold  and  poore 
ct  neighbours  in  fome  fhires  are  inforced  to  intent; 
ct  themfelves  with  Rie  or  Barleie,  yea  and  in  time  of 
dearth  manie  with  bread  made  either  of  Beans,  Rea* 
fon,  or  Otes,  or  of  altogither  and  fome  Acorns  nong.

He  afterwards  fpeaks  of  the  artificer  and  poor  labour¬ 
ing  man  as  feldom  able  to  tafle  any  other  than  the  bad 
bread  above-mentioned  ;  and  proceeds  to  deferibe  more 
particularly  the  feveral  forts  of  Bread  ufually  made  in 
England,  viz.  Manchet,  Cheat,  or  Wheaten 
bread,  another  inferior  fort  of  wheaten  bread  called 
Ravelled,  and  laflly  Brown-Bread,  44  of  which,” 
fays  this  writer,  44  we  have  Two  forts3  One  baked  up  as 
44  it  cometh  from  the  mill,  fo  that  neither  the  bran  nor 
44  the  floure  are  anie  whit  diminished.— The  Other  hath 
44  little  or  no  floure  left  therein  at  all, ---and  it  is  not 
44  onlie  the  worft  and  weakefl  of  all  the  other  forts, 
44  but  alfo  appointed  in  old  time  for  fervants,  flaves, 
44  and  the  inferior  kind  of  people  to  feed  upon.  Here- 
44  unto  likewife  becaufe  it  is  drie  and  brickie  in  the 
44  working— fome  adde  a  portion  of  Rie  meale  in  our 
44  time,  whereby  the  rough  drinefTe-— therof  is  fome- 
44  what  qualified,  and  then  it  is  named  Mefcelin,  that 
44  is,  bread  made  of  mingled  come.  Albeit  that  di- 
«4  verfe  d0  fow  or  mingle  Wheat  and  Rie-— and  fell  the 
44  fame  at  the  markets  under  the  aforefaid  name.”  He 
adds,  w  44  In  champeigne  countries  much  Rie  and  Bar- 
44  leie  Bread  is  eaten.”  By  the  author’s  addition  of 
the  44  Rie  meale  in  our  time,”  it  may  fairly  be  con¬ 
cluded  that  the  old  time  when  the  Bran-bread  was 

baked

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baked  for  fervants,  was  not  further  diftant  back  than 
the  date  of  this  Houfhold  Book,  and  it  prefents  a  very 
ftriking  contrail  to  the  liberal  appointments  provided 
for  in  it. 

Before  I  quit  this  head  of  “  Things  provided,”  I 
cannot  but  obferve  that  fome  of  the  articles  appear  to 
us  now  extremely  unaccountable,  as  the  hire  of  rough 
pewter  vessel  x,  at  the  fame  time  that  a  final ler 
quantity  was  ordered  to  be  bought  As  the  Earl  and 
his  family  ordinarily  uled  Wooden  Trenchers  %  Pewter 
muft  have  been  a  very  ornamental  addition  on  great 
holidays, a  and  efpecially  the  garnifh  or  fervices  of 
counterfeit  vessel  ;  b  which,  I  prefume,  was 
fome  metal  gilt  or  walked  over. 

It  is  remarkable  that  they  fhould  be  obliged  to  carry 
all  the  Beds,  Hangings,  and  Furniture  along  with  them 
whenever  they  removed.  Indeed  the  ufual  manner  of 
hanging  the  rooms  in  the  old  cahles,  was  only  to  cover 
the  naked  Hone  walls  withTapeltry  or  Arras  hung  upon 
tenter  hooks,  from  which  they  were  ealily  taken  down 
upon  every  removal,  c  On  fuch  an  occafion  the  num¬ 
ber

I  cannot  conclude  this  part  of  my  fubjeft  without 
remarking,  that  from  the  total  filence  throughout  the 
book  with  regard  to  Glass,  I  am  led  to  believe  that 
this  very  beautiful  and  ufeful  material,  though  it  had 
been  perhaps  long  applied  to  the  decorating  Churches, c 
was  not  as  yet  very  commonly  ufed  in  Dwelling-houfes 
or  Cattles.  The  author  of  the  Defcription  of  England, 
(before  quoted)  writing  about  fixty  years  after,  faysf 
that  44  of  old  time,”  (probably  meaning  times  not 
much  older  than  that  of  this  Houlhold  Book)  44  our 
44  countrie  houfes  infteede  of  Glafle  did  ufe  much  Lat- 
44  tile  and  that  made  either  of  wicker  or  fine  rifts  of 
44  oke  in  checkerwife.  I  read  alfo  that  fome  of  the 
44  better  fort  in  and  before  the  times  of  the  Saxons, 
44  (who  notwithftanding  ufed  fome  Glaffe  alfo  fince  the 
44  time  of  Benedict  Bilcop  the  Monk  that  brought  the 
44  feat  of  Glaffmg  fir  ft  into  this  land)  did  make  panels 
44  of  Horne  indeed  of  Glaffe,  and  fix  them  in  woode 
44  calmes.  But  as  Horne  in  windows  is  now  [A.  D. 
44  1 577-1  quite  laid  downe  in  every  place,  fo  our  Lat- 
44  tiles  are  alfo  growne  into  leffe  ufe  [i.  e.  not  quite 
44  laid  afide]  becaufe  Glaffe  is  come  to  be  fo  plentifull, 
44  and  within  very  little  fo  good  cheape,  if  not  better 
44  then  the  other.”  The  writer  afterwards  adds  this 

re-

very  remarkable  paffage  :  44  And  becaufe  throwe  ex- 
44  treme  winds  the  Glaffe  of  the  windowes  of  this  and 
54  other  my  Lord’s  caftles  and  houfes  here  in  the  coun« 
44  trie  dooth  decay  and  wafte,  Yt  were  good  the  whole 
44  Leights  of  everie  windowe  at  the  departure  of  his 
44  Lordfhippe  from  lyinge  at  any  of  his  faid  caftels  and 
44  houfes,  and  dowring  [i.  e.  during]  the  tyme  of  his 
44  Lordlhip’s  abfence,  or  others  lying  in  them,  were 
44  taken  doune  and  lade  upe  in  fafety  ;  And  at  fooche 
44  tyme  as  ather  his  Lordfhipe  or  anie  other  fholde  lye 
44  at  anie  of  the  faid  places,  the  fame  might  then  be  fet 
44  uppe  of  newe  with  fmale  charges  to  his  Lp.  wher 
44  [i.  e.  whereas]  now  the  deca.ye  thereof  fhall  be  verie 
44  coftlie  and  chargeable  to  be  repay  red.” 

Lastly,  This  Book  may  be  confidered  as  a 
very  valuable  Supplement  to  the  Chronicon 
Pretiosum  i  and  the  more  fo,  as  Bifhop  Fleet- 

C  wood’s 
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wood’s  excellent  Eilay  on  that  iubjeft  is  remark¬ 
ably  defective  with  regard  to  the  period  of  time  com¬ 
prehended  in  this  Book.  Cf  this  the  learned  author 
himfelf  complains,  declaring  that  all  his  diligence  could 
not  procure  him  fufficient  information  to  render  this 
part  of  his  work  compleat.  The  curious  invefiigator 
therefore  of  lubjefls  of  this  fort,  will  be  glad  to  find 
the  peculiar  defedts  of  the  Bifhop’s  Book  fo  happily 
fnpplied  in  the  prefent  work  :  Wherein  the  Prices  of 
all  kinds  of  provifions  and  marketable  commodities  are 
clearly  laid  down  ;  wages  and  ftipends  fixed  and  ftated  j 
current  expences  fettled  and  adj lifted,  and  even  arbi¬ 
trary  gifts  and  rewards  reduced  to  a  regular  invariable 
rule  s.  From  the  following  pages  alfo  the  juft  propor¬ 
tion  of  food  to  labour,  and  of  money  to  both,  may  be 
eafily  deduced.  All  thefe  and  many  other  particulars 
of  the  fame  curious  nature,  are  here  exhibited  •,  and 
the  whole  difpofed  in  fo  regular  and  clear  a  manner, 
that  no  Supplemental  Tables  were  necefiary  to  new-ar- 
range  or  diftribute  them. 

It  is  necefiary  only  to  give  the  Reader  one  caution  in 
the  ufe  and  application  of  the  Rates  and  Prices  :  viz. 
that  feme  allowance  ought  to  be  made  for  their  being 
fixed  and  adjufted  at  ftich  a  diftance  from  the  capital. 
In  that  age  there  was  little  or  no  communication  be¬ 
tween  one  part  of  England  and  another  :  no  regular 
conveyance  from  the  provinces  to  the  metropolis ;  and

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therefore  the  produdl  of  the  inland  countries  was  for 
the  moft  part  obliged  to  be  confumed  at  home.  This 
would  naturally  occalion  things  to  be  at  a  much  lower 
price  in  a  remote  northern  county  like  Yorkfhire,  than 
they  would  in  the  fouth,  or  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
London.  And  vet  the  Prices  of  Wheat  and  Oats,  as 
given  in  the  Chronicon  Pretiosum,  remarkably 
agree  with  thofe  laid  down  at  the  Beginning  of  this 
Work.  h  e.  g.

PREFACE. 


AS  the  Reader  will  expeft  fome  account  of  the  great 
Earl  and  his  Family,  whole  CEconomic  Rules  he  is 
going  to  perufe,  it  is  proper  to  inform  him  here,  that 


Henry  Algernon  Percy,  fifth  Earl  of  Nor¬ 
thumberland,  was  born  on  the  thirteenth  of  January, 
1477-8.  His  father  was  (lain,  while  he  was  a  minor, 
in  a  popular  infurreciion  in  Yorkfhire,  April  28,  1489. 
In  1497,  young  as  he  was,  he  was  one  of  the  chief¬ 
tains  that  commanded  at  the  battle  of  Blackhe ath, 
againft  the  lord  Audley  and  his  adherents  ;  and  was 
early  engaged  in  other  public  fervices.  But  what  prin¬ 
cipally  diftinguilhed  him,  was  the  very  magnificent 
and  fplendid  manner  in  which  he  conducted  the  prin- 
cefs  Margaret  to  the  borders  of  Scotland,  on  her  mar¬ 
riage  with  James  IV.  in  1503,  on  which  occafion  his 
drefs,  furniture,  equipage  and  attendance  was  more 
like  that  of  a  prince  than  a  fubjedt,  as  is  particularly 
obferved  by  Hall  in  his  Chronicle  ;  where  may  be 
fieen  at  large  a  full  defcription  of  this  very  gallant  fhow  j 
as  alfo  in  the  late  curious  Additions  to  the  Collecta¬ 
nea  of  Leland.  1  For  the  other  particulars  of  this 
Earl’s  hiftory,  we  muft  refer  the  reader  to  Dugdale  or 
Collins  ;  and  fhall  only  obl'erve  here,  that  having  been 
early  inftalled  a  Knight  of  the  Garter,  he  died  about 
the  middle  of  the  year  1527.

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He  appears  to  have  been  a  nobleman  of  great  mag¬ 
nificence  and  tafie  :  as  is  inferred  not  only  from  the 
indance  above-mentioned,  and  the  fplendid  Edablifh- 
ments  in  the  following  Book  ;  but  from  the  very  noble 
monuments  which  he  ereCted  in  Beverley  minder  to 
the  memory  of  his  father  and  mother  (the  fourth  Earl 
of  Northumberland"1  and  his  Countefs).  Thefe  are 
executed  in  the  fined  dyle  of  Gothic  architecture,  and 
remain  to  this  day  lading  proofs  of  his  love  and  tade 
for  the  arts,  as  well  as  of  his  generofity  and  filial  piety. 
He  appears  alfo  to  have  had  a  great  paffion  for  litera¬ 
ture,  and  was  a  liberal  patron  of  fuch  genius  as  that 
age  produced.  This  was  the  more  to  his  honour,  as 
perhaps  at  no  period  of  time  his  brother  peers  in  gene¬ 
ral  were  more  illiterate.  "  He  encouraged  Skelton, 
the  only  profefied  poet  of  that  reign,  who  wrote  an 
Elegy  on  the  death  of  his  father.  But  dill  dronger 
proofs  of  his  literary  turn  may  be  collected  from  a  very 
curious  and  fplendid  MS.  which  had  formerly  belonged 
to  this  nobleman,  and  is  at  prefent  preferved  in  the 
Britifb  Mufeum.  °  It  contains  a  large  collection  of 
Poems,  finely  engroffed  upon  vellum,  and  richly  illu¬ 
minated,  which  had  been  tranfcribed  for  his  ufe.  The 
Poems  are  chiefly  thofe  of  Lydgate  ;  after  which  follow 
the  above  Elegy  of  Skelton  and  fome  fmaller  compofi-

tions,  which  evidently  prove  his  love  of  letters  and 
paffion  for  poetry.  Among  thefe  are  a  Hi  (lory  in 
Yerfe  of  the  Percy  family,  prefented  to  him  by  a 
Chaplain  of  his  own  ;  and  what  is  (till  more  remark¬ 
able,  a  large  feries  of  Poetical  Inscriptions, 
which  he  had  caufed  to  be  written  on  the  Walls  and 
Ceilings  of  the  Principal  Apartments  at  Leckenfield  and 
Wreffel.P  Though  thefe  are  rather  to  be  commended 
for  their  grave  moral  cad,  than  for  their  poetical  me¬ 
rit,  they  are  at  lead  as  good  as  any  other  compofitions 
of  the  fame  period.  To  thefe  proofs  of  this  Earl’s 
literary  character,  may  perhaps  be  further  added  the 
remarkable  provifion  in  the  following  book,  that  his 
Almonar  fhould  be  “  a  Maker  of  Interludes  q  and 
even  the  bare  mention  in  it  of  my  Lord’s  and  my 
Lady’s  Libraries  r  deferves  notice,  at  a  time  when 
many  of  the  fil'd  nobility  could  hardly  read  or  write 
their  names.

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J^othing  now  remains  but  to  a  flu  re  the  Reader, 
that  the  following  Copy  hath  been  printed  from  the 
Original  wich  all  poffible  exactnefs,  and  it  is  hoped  will 
be  found  to  contain  fewer  Errata  than  could  have  been 
expected  in  fo  difficult  a  work.  All  the  peculiarities  of 
Style  and  Orthography,  and  even  the  very  Errors  of  the 
MS-  have  been  retained  with  as  fcrupulous  a  fidelity  as 
the  mod  rigid  Antiquary  could  defire.  No  Points  or 
Stops  occurred  in  the  original,  and  therefore  none  have 
been  inferted  in  the  printed  copy  •,  but  the  want  of 
them  is  occafionally  fupplied  by  the  proper  difpofal  of 
the  Capital  Letters.

It  was  once  intended  that  aGloffiary  fnould  have  been 
given  of  the  more  unufual  Words,  but  upon  minute  in¬ 
quiry  there  were  found  to  be  few  ohfcure  in  themfelves; 
and  as  for  fuch  as  were  meerly  rendered  fo  by  the  uncouth, 
obfolete,  or  defective  Orthography,  it  was  judged  that 
a  fmall  degree  of  attention  in  the  Reader  would  eafiiy 
enable  him  to  decypner  thefe.  With  regard  to  the  obfcu- 
rities  in  the  Style  cr  Exprefiion,  whether  they  proceed, 
from  the  provincial  dialect,  the  antiquated  idiom,  or 
the  ungrammatical  phrafe  of  the  writer,  they  will  be 
generally  removed  or  explained  by  the  context.  The 
greatefi:  difficulties  will  be  found  to  arile  from  the  fub- 
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jeft  matter  itfelf ;  from  the  frequent  allufion  to  ancient 
manners,  cuftoms  or  things  ;  and  it  was  thought  bed  to 
give  the  illuftration  of  thefe  in  the  form  of  Notes  at 
the  End  of  the  Book.

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The  Red  Wine  mentioned  above  was  the  coarfe  red 
Wine,  the  growth  of  what  they  call  the  Palus  or,,  deep  low 
clayey  Countries ;  of  which  there  is  a  great  diftriCl  near 
Bourdeaux,  that  ftill  produces  this  fort  of  Wine. 

The  White  Wine  was  probably  what  we  now  call  Vin 
de  Graves  and  Priniac ,  both  of  them  the  produce  of  that 
Country,  which  was  generally  called  Gafcony  by  the  Englifh  j 
who  antiently  applied  this  name  to  all  that  part  of  Fance, 
which  ftretches  away  from  the  Loire  to  the  Pyrennean  Moun¬ 
tains.” 

This  account  is  communicated  by  a  gentleman  of  diftin&ion, 
who  long  refided  at  Bourdeaux,  and  had  particularly  ftudied 
this  fubjeCt.

This  cultom  of  Wafhing  in  form  out 
of  a  Silver  Ewer,  is  Pill  kept  up  on  folemn  days  in  fome  of 
the  Colleges  in  our  Univerfities. 

The  ufe  of  Forks  at  Table,  did  not  prevail  in  England 
till  the  reign  of  James  lit.  as  we  learn  from  a  remarkable 
PalTage  in  Coryat :  the  infertion  of  which  may  be  pardoned, 
among  the  petty  Collections  here  raked  together.  The  Reader 
will  laugh  at  the  folemn  Manner  in  which  this  important 
difcovery  or  innovation,  is  related.

“  by  Gentlemen.  The  reafon  of  this  their  curiofity  is,  be-

In  the  middle  of  each  Table 
ftood  a  great  Salt  Seller,  and  as  particular  care  was  taken  to 
place  the  Guefts  according  to  their  rank,  it  became  a  mark 
of  diftindlion  whether  a  perfon  fate  above  or  below  the  Salt.

continued  to  be  employed  under  the  fixth  Earl  of  North¬ 
umberland,  when  he  had  the  Fill  more  important  Poft  of  that 
Earl’s  Treafurer;  at  length  he  fell  under  a  fufpicion  of 
treachery,  and  of  betraying  his  Mafter  to  Cardinal  Wolfey, 
who  appears  to  have  treated  that  young  Lord  in  a  very  arbi¬ 
trary  and  imperious  manner.  I  have  now  before  me  a  Series 
of  Letters  writ  by  this  fixth  Earl  of  Northumberland  (Son  of 
the  Author  of  our  Houfhold  Book) ;  in  one  of  which  he  men¬ 
tions  a  very  particular  inftance  of  the  Cardinal’s  tyranny,  in 
feizing  upon  the  furniture  of  his  Father’s  Chapel,  particularly 
the  fine  Service  Books,  and  applying  them  to  his  own  ufe. 
As  this  Letter  gives  us  a  curious  Pidture  of  the  Manners,  as 
well  as  Literature  of  our  firft  Nobility  at  that  time,  I  fhall  here 
infert  a  great  part  of  it ;  and  that  the  rather,  as  it  is  a  full 
vindication  of  this  Earl  of  Northumberland  from  the  Charge 
of  Ingratitude,  in  being  the  perfon  employed  to  arreft  the 
Cardinal  at  his  Caftle  of  Cawood.  He  had  been  placed  under 

the 
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the  Cardinal’s  Roof  by  his  Father,  among  other  young  No- 
blemen,  who  accepted  of  menial  Offices  under  that  proud  Pre¬ 
late  ;  but  it  plainly  appears  from  thefe  Letters,  that  he  had 
been  treated  with  fo  much  harfhnefs  and  contempt,  a»  to  be 
under  no  great  obligation  to  him  on  that  account.  In  a  for¬ 
mer  Letter  he  tells  his  friend,  that  the  Cardinal  had  wrote  to 
forbid  him  attending  the  Funeral  of  his  own  Father  to  Beverly, 
and  had  treated  him  with  many  other  Indignities. 

Thefe  Letters  are  written  foon  after  that  Earl’s  Death  in  1527, 
and  are  directed  “To  his  beloved  Coufyn  Thomas  Arundel, 
“  one  of  the  Gentlemen  of  my  Lord  Legates  Prevey  Cham- 
<c  bre,”  -whom  he  addreffes  with  the  familiar  Appellation  of 
“  Bedfellow”  as  a  term  of  Endearment  :  Which  however 
ftrange  it  may  appear  now,  was  confident  with  the  ftile  of 
manners  in  the  middle  ages :  Plolingffied  in  his  Chronicle, 
tells  us  of  that  Lord  Scrope,  who  was  one  of  the  Confpirators 
againft  K.  Henry  V.  “  The  faid  Lord  Scroope  was  in  fuch 
“  favour  with  the  King,  that  he  admitted  him  fometime  to 
“  be  his  Bedfellow;  in  whofe  fidelity  the  King  repofed

Speaking  of  the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge,  he  fays,  “  There 
“  be  dyuers  ther  which  ryfe  dayly  betwixte  foiire  and  fyue 
“  of  the  clocke  in  the  rr.ornynge,  and  from  fyve  untyll  fyxe 
c<  of  the  clocke,  ufe  common  prayer  wyth  an  exhortacion  of

And  yet  one  would  imagine  that 
fo  early  an  hour  as  either  Ten  or  Eleven  mud  have  very 
ill-fuited  the  Nobility  and  Gentry  at  a  time  when  they  were 
fo  generally  addidled  to  all  kinds  of  rural  fports,  and  made 
them  fo  much  the  great  bufinels  of  their  lives.

This  old  Pq- 
pi(h  Ceremony  is  particularly  defcribed  in  an  ancient  Book  of 
the  Ceremonial  of  the  Kings  of  England,  bought  by  the 
prefent  Dutchefs  of  Northumberland,  at  the  Sale  of  Manur 
fcripts  of  the  late  Mr.  Anftis,  Garter  king  at  Arms.  I  fhal} 
give  the  whole  paffage  at  length,  only  premifing  that  in  1536, 
when  the  Convocation  under  Hen.  VIII.  abolifhed  fome  of 
the  old  fuperftitious  practices,  this  of  Creeping  to  the  Crofs 
on  Good-Friday,  &c.  was  ordered  to  be  retained  as  a  lau¬ 
dable  and  edifying  cullom,  See  Herb.

“  or  Traverfe,  into  the  Chappell  with  La.  and  Gentlewomen

On  the  fubjeft  of  thefe  Cramp-Rings,  I  cannot  help 
pbferving,  that  our  ancient  Kings,  even  in  thofe  dark  times 
pf  fuperftition,  do  not  feem  to  have  affedled  to  cure  the  King’s 
Evil  ;  at  leaft  in  the  MS.  above  quoted  there  is  no  mention 
or  hint  of  any  power  of  that  fort.  This  miraculous  gift  was 
left  to  be  claimed  by  the  Stuarts  :  our  ancient  Planta- 
genets  were  humbly  content  to  cure  the  Cramp.

all  the  Epifcopal  Functions,  till  Innocents  Day,  (Dec.  28.)

laid  down  his  Office.  He  was  chofen  on  St.  Nicholas’s  Day 
becaufe  St.  Nicholas  was  the  Patron  Saint  of  Children, 
He  having  when  an  Infant  fhewn  fuch  ftngular  piety  (as  the 
Legend  fays)  that  when  he  was  at  his  Mother’s  breaft,  he 
would  not  fuck  on  Wednefdays  and  Fridays,  that  he  might 
obferve  the  Fafts  of  the  Church.  In  the  Pofthumous  Traits  of 
John  Gregory,  4 to.  1650.  is  a  full  account  of  the  Office,  See. 
of  the  Epifcopys  Puerorum ,  to  which  I  refer  the  Reader;  only 
adding  here  from  an  ancient  MS.  an  Inventory  of  the  lplendid 
Probes  and  Ornaments  belonging  to  one  of  thefe  Bearn- 
Bifhops,  which  was  communicated  by  Thomas  Aftle,  Efq.

This,  probably, 
was  the  fame  refpe&able  perfonage,  that  was  known  after  the 
Reformation  (when  the  word  Abbot  had  acquired  an  ill 
found)  by  the  title  of  Lord  of  Misrule  ;  who  in  the 
Houfes  of  our  Nobility  prefided  over  the  Chriftmas  Gambols, 
and  promoted  mirth  and  jolity  at  that  feftive  feafon.  In 
Scotland,  where  the  Reformation  took  a  more  fevere  and 
gloomy  turn,  this  and  fome  other  fportive  characters  were 
thought  worthy  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  to  fupprefs  them  : 
for,  I  take  for  granted  the  Scottifh  Abbot  of  Un-reason, 
was  no  other  than  our  Englifli  Abbot  of  Misrule.

£t  It  is  ftatute  and  ordained,  that  in  all  times  cumming,  na

“  When  my  Lord  keeps  his  fecret  Houfe.”]  At  certain 
times  of  the  year  the  Nobility  retired  from  their  principal 
Manfion  to  fome  little  adjoining  Lodge  ;  where  they  lived 
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private,  no  longer  kept  open  houfe,  but  put  their  Servants  to 
Board  Wages,  difmilTed  part  of  them  to  go  to  their  Fnends, 
and  only  retained  a  few  of  the  moft  neceffary  about  their  per- 
fon.  It  is  remarkable  that  even  during  this  privacy  he  Earl 
of  Northumberland  was  not  to  be  without  his  proper  Officers 
of  State,  and  therefore  his  younger  Sons,  and  the  yGung 
Gentlemen  who  were  conftantly  refident  with  him,  were  at 
thofe  times  to  fupply  Offices  of  Carver,  Sewer,  &e. 

The  Sewar  was  the  Officer  who  placed  the  Difhes  on 
the  Table.  (See  Johnfon’s  Dicl.)  He  and  the  Carver  had 
precedence  over  the  other  Houlhold  Attendants,  as  being 
nearest  the  Lord’s  Perfon  at  Table,  •  Handing  probably  on 
each  fide  of  him.

It  appears  from  this,  and  other  Inftances,  that  the  Nobility 
^bout  this  time  had  great  regard  to  the  Splendour  of  their 
Choral  Service ;  for  which  reafon  a  ftiort  account  of  its 
Origin,  may  not  be  improperly  fubjoined  here. 

44  Choral  or  Antiphonal  Singing  was  introduced  into 
54  the  Service  of  the  Church  about  the  middle  of  the  fourth 
44  Century,  under  the  patronage  of  St.  Chryfoftome  and  St, 
44  Bafil  in  the  Eaft,  and  of  St.  Ambrofe  in  the  W eft,  It  was 
44  afterwards  much  improved  by  Gregory  the  Great,  and 
44  became  univerfal  throughout  the  Chriftian  Church.  It  was 
44  looked  upon  to  be  fo  neceffary  in  the  celebration  of  Divine 
44  Service,  that  it  was  a  confiderable  part  of  the  duty  of  the 
44  Monks,  not  only  to  ftudy  it  themfelves,  but  to  deffieminate 
44  the  knowledge  of  it  among  the  Laity  ;  for  this  purpofe 
44  Children  were  maintained  in  Convents,  and  taught  the 
44  Rudiments  of  Song.  Guipo  Aretinus,  the  inventor  of 
44  the  prefent  Syftem  of  Mufic,  in  his  Micrologus  fays,  that 
44  by  the  invention  of  the  Syllables  ut,  re,  mi,  fa,  sol, 
44  he  was  enabled  to  improve  the  Children  of  his  Con-' 
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44  vent  more  in  one  Month,  than  others  could  in  Twelve. 
44  Putta,  an  ancient  Bifhop  of  Rochefter,  being  deprived 
44  of  his  See,  travelled  about  the  County  of  Kent,  teaching 
<c  the  Children  of  the  Poor  to  Ting.  Bede  in  his  Ecclefiaftical 
44  Hiftory  tells  us,  that  the  Inhabitants  of  Britain  were  taught 
44  finging  by  John  the  Arch-Chanter  of  the  Church  of  St, 
44  Peter  at  Rome  ;  and  that  he  was  fent  hither  for  that  pur- 
44  pofe  by  Pope  Agatho.  Many  years  after  the  eftablifh- 
44  ment  of  the  Choral  Service  moft  of  the  Cathedrals  in  this 
44  Kingdom  had  a  peculiar  Formulary  ;  of  thefe  the  moft 
44  famous  was  that  in  Ufum  Sarum ;  whence  the  Proverb  Se- 
44  cundum  Ufum  Sarum.  Sir  Thomas  More  ufed  to  join 
44  with  the  Choir  habited  in  a  Surplice.  King  Henry  the 
44  VUIth.  compofed  an  Anthem  in  five  Parts,  44  O  Lord,  the 
44  maker  of  all  things,”  which  is  frequently  fung  in  Cathe- 
44  drals.  Somewhat  before  this  time  Choral  Service  was  per- 
44  formed  in  the  Chapels  of  the  greater  Nobility,  who  ap- 
44  pear  to  have  paid  particular  attention  to  this  fubjeft,  and 
44  vied  with  each  other  in  the  Splendour  and  Ornaments  of 
44  their  Choirs.  * 

44  But  about  the  time  of  the  Reformation  fuch  abufes  had 
44  crept  into  the  Choral  Service,  which  had  departed  from 
44  its  primitive  fimplicity  and  dignity,  that  not  only  the 
44  Councel  of  Trent  pafied  a  Decree  againft  44  curious  and 
44  artificial  finging,”  but  the  thirty  two  Commiflioners  in  the 
44  Reformatio  Legum  EcclefiaJHcarum  exprefled  their  difappro- 
44  bation  of  it  in  very  ftrong  terms.  Queen  Mary,  who 

loved  Mufic,  and  played  on  feveral  Xnftruments,  laboured 
44  to  fupport  it,  and  in  her  reign  the  formulary  In  Ufum  Sarum

es  to  the  crown,  the  Clergy  were  divided  in  their  opini- 
ec  ons  about  the  ufe  of  Church  Mufic  ;  the  firft  Sta- 
“  tutes  of  Uniformity  feemed  to  confider  it  as  a  thing  indif- 
“  ferent,  but  the  Queen  by  her  Injunctions  made  it  a  part 
“  of  Cathedral  Worlhip.  In  this  fhe  is  fuppofed  to  have  had 
“  the  concurrence  of  Parker  Arch-Bifhop  of  Canterbury, 
“  who  had  been  taught  to  fing  in  his  youth,  and  was  a  great 
<c  lover  of  Mufic,  as  was  alfo  the  Queen.  The  Proteftant 
*c  Cathedral  Service  was  chiefly  compofed  by  John  Mar- 
<e  buck,  of  whom  the  Reader  may  fee  an  Account  in  Fox’s 
“  Martyrology.” 

This  curious  and  learned  memoir  was  communicated  by 
John  Hawkins,  Efq;  of  Twickenham,  to  whom  the 
World  will  foon  be  indebted  for  “  A  General  History 
“  of  the  Science  and  Practice  of  Music  j  with  Memoirs 
“  of  the  molt  eminent  Musicians,  and  Remarks  on  their 
“  Works.” 

There  is  a  paflage  in  an  old  Play,  intitled  iC  %\)Z  Sinter 
lUbC  Of  t\)Z  four  Elements  (written  about  the  beginning 
of  Henry  the  VUIth’s  reign)  which  fhews  what  high  regard 
was  anciently  paid  to  Church  Mufic,

Nobility,  the  Apartments  were  of  two  kinds,  viz.  either 
Chambers,  which  were  principally  within  the  Caftle-Keep 
or  Dungeon ,  Fr.  or  elfe  little  detached  Houses  built  in  the 
Lower  Court  under  the  fhelter  of  the  Walls.  Thefe  from  the 
linfkilful  Architecture  of  thofe  fimple  Times,  were  cluttered

Gradale ,  is  the  name  of  the  Book,  which  co  n^ 
tained  all  that  was  fung  by  the  Choir  at  High-Mafs  ;  the 
Ttacls,  Sequences,  Hahdujahs ;  the  Creeds,  Offertory,  &c, 
as  aifo  the  Office  for  fprinkling  the  Holy- Water. — See  Burn’s 

Eccief.  Law, 
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As  to  the  i(  Vestments  and  Copes  The  Copes  were 
b  fort  of  Robes  (often  richly  embroidered)  worn  by  the  Priefts 
over  the  Albs,  &c.  when  they  confecrated  the  Elements. 
At  which  times  the  Priefts  and  Deacons  who  aflifted,  only 
wore  Tunicles,  viz.  Silk  Sky-coloured  Robes,  probably 
here  called  “  Single  Veftments.”— See  Wheatly  on  the  Com- 
mon  Prayer.

The  “  Purpaines  or  Portpaines”  (fee  page  16,)  and  “  Co- 
kc  verpaines”  ufed  in  the  Pantry,  feem  to  have  been  a  kind 
of  Napkins  and  Table  Cloths.

From  this 
application  of  the  Chariot  for  the  conveyance  of  the  more 
heavy  part  of  the  Chapel  Furniture,  and  from  the  mention 
in  the  preceding  page,  that  part  of  the  Wardrobe  Stuff  was 
to  be  carried  in  the  fame  vehicle,  it  appears  pretty  evidently 
that  my  Lord's  Chariot  bore  no  refemblance  to  the  modem 
carriage  of  that  name,  nor  was  intended  for  the  fame  ufe 
but  was  fimply  a  large '  W aggon  drawn  by  fix  or  feven  of  the 
ftronger  kind  of  Horfes,  called  on  that  account  “  Large  trott- 
u  ing  Horfes,”  (page  127.)  The  Chariotmen  or  Wag¬ 
goners,  who  accompanied  it,  having  a  Nag  or  fmaller  Horfe 
allowed  them  to  ride  by  its  fide,  (page  128.) 

It  is  remarkable  that  in  all  thofe  paffages  of  Scripture  where 
in  the  prefentTranflation  mention  is  made  of  Waggons,  in  the 
tnore  early  Verfions  have  the  Word  Chariot,  or  Charett 
Uniformly  in  itsftead.  Thus  in  Numbers  vii.  3.  “  And  they 
iC  brought  unto  the  Lord  fix  covered  Waggons is  in  the

bcceu  C!>u0ttes.”  It  is  the  fame  in  Tyndal’s  Ed.  1551. 
in  Miles  Coverdale’s  Ed.  1550.  in  that  of  Hen.  Vlilth.  &c. 
—  See  alfo  Ezek.  xxiii.  24,  &c.  &c. 

Our  Word  Chariot  comes  from  the  French  Word 
Chariot ,  a  Waggon. —  See  Cotgrave’s  Dictionary,  1632. 
Where  we  are  alfo  told,  that  the  French  name  of  Chariot , 
which  primarily  fignifies  a  Waggon,  was  alfo  given  to  “a 
“  kind  of  Litter  borne  up  by  an  axeltree  and  two  wheels  ; 
«  ufed  heretofore  by  Citizen’s  Wives,  who  were  not  able,  or 
4<  not  allowed  to  keep  ordinary  Litters.’  Hence  by  degrees 
it  became  applied  to  the  vehicles  to  which  it  is  now  peculiarly 
appropriated. 

"I  he  Ufe  of  Coaches  is  faid  to  have  been  firft  introduced 
into  England  by  Fitz-Allan,  Earl  of  Arundel,  A.  D.  1580. 
—(See  Amderfon’s  Origin  of  Commerce,  Vol.  I.  page  42 1.) 
At  firft  they  were  only  drawn  with  Two  Horfes.  It  was  the 
favorite  Buckingham  *,  who,  about  1619,  began  to  draw 
with  Six  Horfes,  which  (Wilfon  tells  us)  “  was  won- 
sc  dered  at  then  as  a  novelty,  and  imputed  to  him  as  a  mafter- 
<c  ing  pride.”  See  his  Life  of  K.  James,  1653.  Fol.  page 
130. 

Before  that  time  Ladies  chiefly  rode  on  horfe-back,  either 
Angle  on  their  Palfreys,  or  double  behind  fome  perfon  on  a 
Pillion.  Not  but  in  cafe  of  ficknefs,  or  bad  weather,  they  had 
Horse-litters,  and  even  vehicles  called  Chairs,  and 
Carrs  or  Charres.  This  appears  not  only  from  page  351 
of  this  Houfhold  Book  ;  but  more  particularly  from  a  very 
curious  Account  of  the  Manner  of  receiving  the  Princefs 
Catharine  of  Spain,  when  fhe  came  over  to  marry  Prince 
Arthur,  A.  D.  1501.  The  Original  MS.  is  preferved  in

Wressil  Castle  continued  in  all  its  Splendor,  till  the 
fatal  Civil  Wars  broke  out  in  1641  :  It  was  then  garrifoned 
with  Soldiers  for  the  Parliament ;  and  no.twithftanding  the 
Earl  of  Northumberland  had  efpoufed  their  Caufe,  the  Damage 
he  fuftained  there  by  his  own  Party  before  Michaelmas  1646, 
was  judged  to  amount  to  a  thoufand  Pounds,*  in  the  Deftruc- 
tion  of  his  Buildings,  Leads,  Outhoufes,  &c.  by  the  Garrifon  : 
their  havock  of  his  Woods,  Inclofures,  &c.  without  including 
the  Lofles  he  had  fuftained  in  the  Non-payments  of  his  Rents, 
in  confequence  of  the  Contributions  levied  on  his  Tenants. 

On  the  decline  of  the  King’s  Party,  it  fhould  feem,  that 
the  Northern  Counties  enjoyed  fome  refpite :  but  in  1648, 
fome  Attempts  being  made  or  expe&ed  from  the  Royalifts, 
frefti  Troops  were  fent  into  the  north  ;  and  in  May  that 
Year,  Major-General  Lambert,  ordered  a  fmall  Detachment 
of  60  Men  to  garrifon  Wreflel  Caftle,  of  which  Major  Charles 
Fenwick  had  all  along  continued  Governor  for  the  Parlia¬ 
ment,  with  the  intire  approbation  of  the  Earl  of  Northumber¬ 
land. 

About  the  Beginning  of  June  1648,  Pomfret  Caftle  was 
feized  for  the  King,  and  underwent  a  Siege  of  ten  months ; 
to  prevent  any  more  Surprizes  of  this  kind,  a  refolution  was 
taken  for  demoliftiing  all  the  Caftles  in  that  Part  of  England  : 

And

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And  while  the  Earl  of  Northumberland  was  exerting  all  his 
Influence  above,  to  fave  this  noble  Seat  of  his  Anceftors,  a 
Committee  at  York  fent  a  fudden  and  unexpected  Order  to 
difmantle  it :  which  was  executed  with  fuch  precipitation  and 
fury,  that  before  the  Earl  could  receive  notice  of  the  deflgn, 
the  mifchief  was  done. 

The  following  Letters,  feledted  from  a  Series  on  this  fubjedi, 
will  (hew  the  Spirit  of  the  Times,  and  how  little  refpect  was 
fhown  to  this  great  Nobleman,  by  the  low  People,  who  had 
wreded  the  power  into  their  hands. 

I.  A  Letter  to  Mr.  Prickett  at  York. 

“  Sir, 

“  I  am  very  forrye  to  fee  the  fpoyle  that  is  alreadye  made 
<c  of  his  Lordlhips  Cadle  with  this  forenoones  worke :  there 
“is  15  men  throwing  downe  the  Out-Battlemt ;  I  thinlce  by 
“  to  morrow  noone  they  will  have  gone  rownd  about  the 
“Ladle.  The  Stones  are  for  the  mod:  parte  all.maflied  to 
“  pieces,  and  if  their  be  not  fome  fpeedy  courfe  taken  for  to 
“  preferve  the  Timber,  Lead,  Glade,  and  Wainfcott,  by 
“  taking  them  downe  att  his  Lordlhips  cod,  they  will  be  all 
“  fpoyled  and  broaken  to  peeces.  I  pray  fee  if  you  can  get 
“  an  Order  from  the  Committee  to  day  the  proceedings  till 
“  we  can  take  courfe  to  preferve  thofe  things  for  his  Lord- 
“  (hips  ufe  :  the  workemen  doe  not  looke  to  fave  any  of  the 
“  materiels  but  take  the  readyed  courfe  to  throw  downe  the 
“  wall ;  which  they  will  doe  inward  upon  the  floores  and  fea- 
“  ling,  as  well  as  outward  upon  the  ground.  I  dare  fay  his 
“  Lorddiip  had  better  have  given  150  li.  then  thefe  15  men 
“  fhould  have  done  this  dayes  worke.  Good  Sir,  let  me  in- 
“  treat  your  paines  to  come  over  as  Ihortly  as  pofliblye  you 

<c  can>

From  this  30th  of  December,  1648,  no  further  outrages 
were  committed,  till  the  year  1650.  And  then,  notwith- 
ftandiftg  all  the  endeavours  of  the  Earl  of  Northumberland 
to  preferve  it,  an  Order  was  iffued  out  for  the  further  demo- 
lifhing  of  Wrellil  Caftle.  The  only  indulgence  he  obtained 
was  that  the  execution  of  the  Order  fhould  be  intrufted  to  his 
own  Stewards,  and  that  part  of  the  principal  Building  fhculd 
be  fpared,  to  ferve  for  a  Manor-Houfe.

In  confequence  of  this  Order,  three  Sides  of  the  Square, 
which  formerly  compofed  Wressil  Castle,  were  entirely 
demolifhed.  However  the  whole  South-Front,  which  was 
the  moft  confiderable,  and  contained  fome  of  the  principal 
State-Rooms,  ftill  remains,  and  is  very  magnificent.  It  is 
flanked  by  two  large  fquare  Towers  j  and  thefe  again  are 
mounted  by  circular  Turrets  of  a  fmaller  fize:  on  the  top  of 
one  of  the  turrets  is  ftill  preferved  the  Iron  Pan  of  the  Beacon, 
anciently  ufed  to  alarm  the  country. 

The  whole  Building,  which  is  of  the  fineft  mafonry,  ftill 
contains  the  Great  Chamber  or  Dining-Room,  the  Drawing- 
Chamber,  and  the  Chapel,  befides  many  of  the  inferior  Apait- 


ments* 
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ments.  In  all  thefe  the  finifhing  and  ornaments  Teem  to  be 
left  nearly  in  the  fame  ftate  that  they  were  in  the  time  of  this 
Houshold  Book.  The  Cielinge  ftill  appear  richly  carved, 
and  the  fides  of  the  Rooms  are  ornamented  with  a  great  pro  - 
fufion  of  ancient  Sculpture,  finely  executed  in  wood,  ex¬ 
hibiting  the  ancient  Bearings,  Crefts,  Badges  and  Devifes  of 
the  Percy  Family,  in  a  great  variety  of  forms,  fet  off  with 
all  the  advantages  of  Painting,  Gilding  and  Imagery.  In  the 
two  principal  Chambers  are  fmall  beautiful  Stair-Cafes  of  very 
lingular  contrivance  with  o&agon  Screens,  imbattled  at  the 
top,  and  covered  with  very  bold  fculpture,  containing  double 
flights  of  Stairs,  winding  round  each  other,  after  the  defign 
of  Paladio. 

The  Chapel  appears  to  have  been  fitted  up  in  a  ruder  ftyle 
and  at  a  more  early  period  than  the  other  apartments.  In  this  the 
fculptured  Badges,  &c.  are  ftill  tolerably  entire,  and  fome  of  the 
painted  glafs  unbroken.  The  Cieling  is  infcribed  with  the 
following  Motto,  Efperance  en  Dieu  ma  Comforte.  The  Chapel  is 
nowufed  infteadof  theParifh-Church,  which  was  fituate  about  a 
bow-fhot  from  the  Caftle.  Of  this  one  ruined  end-wall  only 
remains,  in  which  at  prefent  hang  two  Bells.  The  Pulpit  now 
ftands  as  on  a  pedeftal,  upon  the  great  ftone  Altar  of  the  Chapel, 
and  the  Communion  is  adminiftered  at  a  Table  in  the  middle 
of  the  room.

OR,  as  it  is  pot  improperly  ftiled  in  the  Title-page, 
Leckinfielb  Castle,  (for  it  was  fortified  by  a 
Licence  from  the  Crown  in  2  Edw.  II.  *)  is  now  fo  entirely 
deftroyed  that  the  area  on  which  it  flood  (forming  a  paralle¬ 
logram  of  4  acres)  now  affords  a  rich  green  paftuie,  being 
ftill  inclofed  by  the  ancient  Mote,  which  is  wide  and  deep, 
$nd  full  of  water.

The  above  documents,  however  mean  and  homely  the  verfe, 
are  not  unworthy  the  notice  of  any  great  perfonage  in  the 
moft  polifhed  age  or  nation. 

As  the  Reader  may  be  curious  to  know  how  our  firft  Nobi¬ 
lity  were  accommodated  with  apartments  in  their  Jargeft  man- 
fions,  I  fhall  fubjoin  a  Lift  of  all  the  Rooms  of  every  kind, 
that  were  in  Leckinfield  Manour  House:  being  nearly 
double  the  number  that  were  in  Wressel  Castle,  as  appears 
from  an  Inventory  of  them  both  now  before  me,  taken  in  the 
year  1574.  The  names  of  the  apartments  in  both  were  fo 
much  alike,  that  the  enumeration  of  one  was  thought  fufE- 
•  cient. 

The  Furniture  of  the  Apartments  in  both  thefe  Manfions 
confifted  of  nothing  but  Long  Tables,  Benches,  Cupboards, 
and  Bedfteads,  and  contained  nothing  curious  j  otherwife  the 
Inventory  fhould  have  been  printed  at  large.
